2. Coins will be sent by registered mail 
to the address specified on the order 
form. Deliveries will be made only to ad- 
dresses within the United States, its ter- 
ritories and possessions, and to APO and 
FPO numbers. 

3. Coins classified as “uncirculated” 
have not previously been placed in circula- 
tion. No other express or implied warran- 
ties are made. Coins may have scratches, 
nicks, bag marks, and tarnish. All coins 
are sold on an “as is’’ basis. No inspec- 
tions are permitted. All sales are final and 
no returns or exchanges will be made.
